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THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION—FOREWORD 
A MEMORIAL OF DEVOTED SERVICE 


HIRTY-SIX years have passed since the inauguration of 

the Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists and 
Craftsmen in 1919. Familiarly called the May Show, it has 
become a pattern for other exhibitions of a similar nature; Akron 
now has its own May Show. This is healthy because it has 
brought with it in each case the appreciation of the work of 
local artists, giving them a platform and a market. In Cleveland 
last year 125,000 visitors were a token of the truly extraordinary 
interest on the part of Clevelanders. At a moment when the 
Fine Arts Garden is at its finest, the public comes to enjoy its 
beauties and to pay tribute in the Museum to the yearly flower- 
ing of Cleveland’s artistic efforts. The cumulative record of 
sales in the thirty-five years is astonishing: 20,676 objects 
purchased for a total of $445,689.00. 

Through thirty-four years Mrs. Paul Smith was In Charge of 
Sales. Last year the toll of advancing years made it necessary 
for her to retire and become Emeritus. Her death on March 24, 
1954, is a cause of the greatest regret and sorrow to her many 
friends. But the service she rendered by her energy, her enthu- 
siasm, and her sense for public relations has brought in its train 
benefits to the artists which are incalculable. Miss Mary G. 
Ballou’s death on October 17, 1953, was also a great shock to 
all who knew her. As Assistant Curator of Painting she carried 
the burden of the organization of the May Show in the last few 
years. She gave untiringly and unstintingly of her efforts and 
her memory goes on in the successes which have been and will 
be achieved. All contributions placed in the Well-Curb in the 
Rotunda or checks sent for this purpose during the period of the 
exhibition will be set aside to honor the memory of Mrs. Smith 
and Miss Ballou.

A memorial to a 
fine craftsman, it has been given each year to an outstanding 
artist in that field. By it the Museum has been able to honor 
quality and to stress the importance of the arts of silver and 
metal, of jewelry and enamel.

REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 


The thirty-sixth exhibition of Cleveland art continues the 
annual tradition in a vigorous and youthful way, as new and 
vital in look and approach as ever. When it was younger there 
developed a strong individuality, created by the personal 
achievements of painters and craftsmen who gave the May 
Show its stature. Some of those familiar styles are gone, though 
not forgotten; more recent participants have taken their places, 
to renew the creative vitality so abundant in the Cleveland 
locale. That the list of awards includes many new names gives 
evidence of a youthful quality; that familiar ones reappear gives 
continuity to the tradition; all of this contributes to the high 
result. Quality and variety are the loadstones which attract the 
interest and support which the vast public gives this now 
traditional spring event. 

The jury was pronounced in its verdicts of enthusiasm; nor 
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did they hesitate to indicate when they felt the highest attain- 
ment perhaps had not quite been reached. 

The first class, OIL PAINTING, LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANE- 
ous, was bigger as a group than for some years previous and the 
awards were generous. The first prize went to Roy L. Lipstreu, 
Jr., for a small, richly sparkling composition called “Church,” 
structurally vigorous, and abounding in strong highlights of 
blue and white with contrasting color accents. The textured 
forms evoke ideas suggested rather than recorded. The second 
prize went to Kenneth J. Lipstreu for three small landscapes. 
They are simple, tightly knit compositions of rocks, trees, and 
grass. The suggestion of detail, the symbolic use of color, shape, 
texture, and contour coalesce with subtle ability in a flat pattern 
rather than naturalistic likeness. The third prize went to Dean 
Ellis for “Fish Nets, Janitzio, Mexico,” a buoyant and rhythmic 
near-abstraction, and “‘Night in a Mexican Garden,” the latter 
notable for its integration of violet tones, slumbering and sub- 
dued, with motives built upon motives in a kind of Mexican 
montage. There are five honorable mentions in this class, given 
for real merit to Carol E. Burroughs, to Joan Kempsmith for a 
group of three paintings almost explosive in their luminous 
intensity; to Joseph McCullough, Anthony J. Vaiksnoras, and 
Nick Voglein. 

In the second class, OIL PAINTING, PORTRAIT, there is as always 
the perennial controversy about the subject and the artist’s 
choice of approach to it. The jury made three awards. The first 
prize was given to Richard H. Campbell for “Sam,” the second 
to Nancy Bunch for a “Portrait of Kalman Durik,” and the 
third to Wray Manning’s “Anne,” each one the expression of 
contrasting points of view. The first prize portrait is structural 
and stylized, completely unrealistic, but it has pulsating vigor 
in its symmetrically composed figure. Its blues, violets, and 
blacks balanced in light and shadow curiously enhance a fore- 
shortened scheme. The second prize is a strong likeness, direct 
in its simple portrayal of personality; and the third, interesting 
in its off-center composition, has a mood of quiet sensibility. 

OIL PAINTING, FIGURE COMPOSITION, in contrast to the fore- 
going, is a more popular class and full of invention, the first 
prize going to Anthony W. Eterovich’s “Press Boy,” a striking 
medley of arbitrary colors so synchronized as to achieve a

pattern of arresting conviction. Equally well deserved was the 
second prize awarded Lois Rossbach for “The Red Couch,” 
easily one of the outstanding pictures in the whole exhibition. 
Beautiful in its simple composition, its pale color scheme with 
varying reds and pale green-blues, its design of vertical accents 
and horizontal planes, it is greatly in advance of any of her 
already excellent work. The third prize went to Dean Ellis for 
his striking and admirable picture, ‘““Angle A. C. Sparmate,”’ 
powerful and gruesome, and infinitely rich in color. The jury 
gave honorable mention to John Teyral’s “Hockey Players”— 
a whirling composition of dynamic motion; to Frederick L. 
Hollendonner’s diverting ‘‘Portrait in a Barber Chair”; and to 
Kenneth J. Lipstreu’s figure of “Moses,” the great lawgiver. 
They are three excellent pictures, all indicative of the high 
quality of this group as a whole. 

Cleveland’s industrial awareness has prompted a class de- 
voted to aspects of this subject, OIL PAINTING: INDUSTRIAL. It 
drew a small but unusual group of pictures varied in their 
approaches. The Jury selected four prizes, giving the first to 
Sy Lachiusa for “Decomposition,” an assemblage of metal ob- 
jects arranged in appropriate abstract form, with rust tones as 
the key to its color scheme. The second prize was given to 
Richard Anuszkiewicz for “Blue Gate,” starkly simple and 
novel in composition and color contrasts. Touches of blue, red, 
and yellow accent the browns. The unusual painting ““Down- 
town” by Emma Yarlekovic, awarded third prize, is a semi- 
abstraction based on the steel framework of skyscrapers. An 
honorable mention was given to Janet Moore for “Sherwin 
Williams, No. 4,” composed in the riotous colors of a paint 
laboratory. 

The impersonal character of the class OIL PAINTING, STILL 
LIFE, gives a wide scope for the artist’s creative facility in 
composition, in effects of paint, and the freest expression. John 
Teyral’s outstanding capacity as a painter in oils is nowhere 
more marked than in the two oils ““Beach—Ischia” and “Plant 
Forms” to which the jury awarded first prize. The forms of the 
objects are treated abstractly and the whole assemblage is 
brought into rich play by the planes of light and shadow which 
envelope the subjects in depth. Color is there but its potentiali- 
ties are deliberately played down. In striking contrast to the 
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mellow, low-keyed colors of these are the flat, bright coloring 
of “Gold Still Life” by Robert E. Woide awarded second prize; 
and two equally notable pictures by Frederick Hollendonner, 
“Still Life with Candle” and “Egg Plant and Cabbage,” which 
received the third award. In these there are a provocative 
flattening of forms and a geometric patterning. The jury 
further indicated their interest by giving honorable mentions to 
Kenneth J. Lipstreu, Paul Riba, and Madge Spiller. 

MURAL AND DECORATIVE PAINTING, ANY MEDIUM, permit broad 
technical variety. In technique as well as in concept the entries 
represent infinite possibilities for invention. The first prize was 
awarded to Gerald Garfield for “The Church,” an intricate 
design of a Gothic fagade drawn on a rough surface like cork 
and executed in pale colors which give it a mysterious airiness 
and fantasy. The second prize went to Israel Volper for a group 
of three small panels entitled ““Abandoned Dreams,” “Arrival 
and Departure,” and “Enigma,” meticulously executed in tem- 
pera, imaginative in content and design, and harmonious in 
blue and yellow-green schemes. A third was awarded Thelma 
Frazier Winter for a frieze called “Flower Show.” Its delicate 
understatement, the pale colors and unusual arrangement of the 
flowers, and the decorativeness of the whole composition make 
it distinctive. Two honorable mentions were given to Doris Hall 
and to Carol A. Hamann, the former’s work produced at the 
Bettinger Corporation. 

The class of PASTEL, though small in number, nonetheless had 
entries of distinction which the jury wished to commend. They 
gave a first prize to Anthony J. Vaiksnoras for a finely wrought 
picture of grasses before a ruined doorway, called ‘“The Portal,” 
subtle in surface texture and harmonious color. In the second 
prize, ‘“Seeress” by Dane Burr, the figure and costumes are 
handled with textures and delicacy hard to attain. 

The WATER COLOR class, as ever the largest, received a conse- 
quent number of awards and mentions. Its attainments were 
individually very high. The jury indicated their preferences as 
follows: a special award to Gerald Garfield for a group of five, 
“Birds and Cages,” “Cholula Church,” ‘Midnight Mass,” 
“Rush Hour,” and “The City.” The artist experiments always 
with the treatment of textures. He chooses various materials 
with rough surfaces for his grounds. On these the opaque colors 
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together with architectural and linear style achieve vibrant 
almost staccato effects. The first prize was given to Leroy Flint 
for a group of four, “Arabesque for March,” “Autumn Land- 
scape,” “Fog in Maine,” and “Improvisation—Steel and Snow.” 
Restrained in color, they are the essence of subtlety, reticent 
yet sensitive. The artist cleverly makes use of the gray paper 
ground as an element of his composition, especially in “Arabesque 
for March” and “Fog in Maine.” The second prize went to 
Wray Manning for “March” and “Snow Fences,” full of the 
nostalgic memories of northern Ohio winter. Peter Paul 
Dubaniewicz was third for a vigorous group of four: “Central 
City,” “Gold Town,” “Old Quebec” and “Victor, Colorado” 
—strong in color, powerful in drawing. Honorable mentions 
were awarded to Samuel Bookatz, Charles Brandon, Shirley 
Kravitz, Viktor Schreckengost, and John Vargo, Jr. 

The class in ILLUSTRATION—ANY MEDIUM was varied in media 
and styles. The first award went to Thomas Elsner for a lively 
and ingenious group of five: ““Lived-Happily-Ever-After,” 
“Maybe, There!,” “Now, I-have-a-plan,” “Thrumteetoodle,” 
and “Up, Now’’; the second to Kin Shogren for a group of four 
frankly realistic approaches to familiar subjects, ‘““Down East,” 
“Lighthouse at Eastern Point,” “Sugar Bush,” and “Up the 
Cuyahoga”; a third to Ronald Day for an interesting Hawaiian 
tropical theme, “Rice Fields—Hanalei Bay,” with an amusing 
treatment of pattern in a mechanical scarecrow; and two honor- 
able mentions respectively to Judy Marmorstein and to Z. Vir- 
ginia Filson Walsh. 

The class in FREE HAND DRAWING, ANY MEDIUM, was small 
and for that reason did not bring commendation from the jury. 
The graphic classes were also small, though more interesting 
than in recent years. Because the group of entries was not large 
the jury awarded a first prize only in the class ETCHING AND 
OTHER INTAGLIO PROCESSES for two aquatints by Nancy L. 
Seith, ‘““Declination” and “Cryptomorphus,” interesting in de- 
sign and textural richness. The class of LIrHoGRAPHS being 
larger, a number of prizes were given: a first to Norman R. 
Eppink for “Cob Wagons” and “Rooster”; a second to David 
Grevstad for “Invocation”; and a third to Milton Levey for 
“Petit Gamin” and “Still Life,” followed by an honorable men- 
tion to Howard March Burns. 
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SERIGRAPHS, again a small group, received one award, a first 
prize to Mary Phillips Cunningham for “Waders.” 

Finally, among the graphic classes, RELIEF CUTS, WOODCUTS, 
LINOLEUM CUTS, ETC., the jury awarded four prizes, the first to 
William B. Martin II for “Church No. 2—’54,” a vigorous and 
impressive linoleum cut of large dimensions in black and four 
colors. A second went to Jane Sayle’s “Christ on the Cross”; 
a third to Janet Mack for “Gaspé Scene’’; and an honorable 
mention to Nijole Vedegys. HENRY S. FRANCIS 


The class of scuLPTURE is a large and effective one. In it a 
special prize was given to William M. McVey, distinguished 
graduate of The Cleveland Institute of Art, who has recently 
returned to Cleveland after ten years’ absence to be head of the 
Institute’s sculpture department. His three pieces in bronze, 
stone, and alabaster respectively, have varied approaches 
adapted to the material chosen; abstract, soaring, open pattern 
in “Silver Birds;” solid, simple, self-contained mass in “Waiting 
Woman;” mass in “Young Eagle,” which is lightened by the 
translucence of its material. Katharine Gruener Lange’s black 
marble “Flight to Olympus” and the gray veined marble cat, 
“Who Me?,” won her a well deserved first for two. Fluid and 
graceful line lifts the eagle-supported figure in the first, a com- 
plete contrast to the stolid impassivity of the sitting cat. 
“Concord” and “Discord,” abstract marble forms by Esther R. 
Samolar, were given second and two well modeled plasters, 
“God’s Creatures” and “Iron Pourer,” by Hugh Moore took 
third. 

Unfortunately the very small number of entries in scuLPTURE 
IN woop precluded the giving of prizes in this class. 

CERAMIC SCULPTURE was never better. While not so many 
pieces were entered, the number accepted was considerable and 
the quality exceptionally high. William M. McVey won his 
second special prize for three pieces. Here the sculptor showed 
again a basic understanding of his material, this time clay, and 
his pixie-like “Harlequin” in its understatement speaks in 
highly expressive line and movement. It has interesting surface 
decoration with a diapered diamond shape pattern, gray black 
design on a red surface. The “Sister Ann” is a mask-like head 
in which the voids of eyes and mouth are singularly evocative 
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and the third piece, “Thinker,” is a compact, well designed, 
three-dimensional composition which recalls the earthiness of 
primitive sculpture. Elizabeth McFadyen’s three first prize 
figures, ‘‘Festival,” “Hindu Dancer,” and ‘““The Falconer,” are 
droll, gay in mood, and festive in the use of color and patterned 
areas in the costumes. Just as different as possible are the highly 
humorous cats “Huntress” and “Stalker” of Leza S. McVey, 
the second prize for two. Their simplified forms, in red clay, are 
truly diverting abstracts of feline depravities. The “Sentry,” 
a wise and solid owl, by Anne Chapman, took the third award. 
So excellent was the class that four honorable mentions were 
given: to Edris Eckhardt for two pieces, one a delightful carica- 
ture, “Coronation Guest”; to Thano A. Johnson for three 
pieces, “Sleeping Shoshi,” the humorous, stylized “Archer,” 
and the “Archon” with its restrained use of touches of color on 
the brown ground; to Viktor Schreckengost for one of his 
effective animal studies; and to Thelma Frazier Winter for a 
graceful feminine form, ““Torso (The Fountain).” 

POTTERY is a brilliant class. Never has the overall quality 
been so high, never has there been such variety in shapes, 
glazes, and designs. In twenty years the growth in this depart- 
ment has been truly astonishing and Cleveland ranks as one of 
the great ceramic centers in the country. Use of fresh and 
unusual modern design is all important in the success of Leza S. 
McVey to whom a special prize was given for five ceramic con- 
tainers with stoppers. They are all in what is called “free form” 
and with this is combined special glazes and appropriate surface 
decoration. Only in handling her pieces with dark brown and 
black glazes can their surface textures be fully enjoyed. Their 
deep rich colors are greatly enhanced by the sensuousness of 
their textures. The potter has united these complex elements to 
achieve her final happy result. First prize was given Charles 
Lakofsky for two pieces, a bowl and a jar. Both are in stone- 
ware, beautifully potted with rich and unctuous glazes which 
are among the most successful accomplishments of this able 
ceramist. Charles F. Mosgo’s second prize for two contrasts a 
stoneware bowl of a simple stylized pattern and a massive 
stoneware plate with brilliant mottled glaze in brown and 
turquoise. A third prize was given to Jane Parshall for three 
entries, a large salad bowl and two large stoneware branch 
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bottles—one with incised design, the second with a fine abstract 
pattern reserved against a gray-green glaze. For so fine a group, 
six honorable mentions were given respectively to Dane Burr, 
Clement Giorgi, Dorathee A. Manbeck, Irene K. Musick, 
Viktor Schreckengost, and Frank Woodworth Rood. The 
latter’s award was for a remarkable group of eight stoneware 
pieces. 

ENAMELING ON METAL is another field in which the local 
craftsmen lead. This exhibition is no exception and Kenneth F. 
Bates’ first prize includes seven pieces. The Jury set apart as the 
single finest piece the “Owls in a Tree,” but such was the 
quality of design, the technical accomplishment, and taste of 
the other pieces that the group as a whole was given the award. 
It is interesting to see the fresh and individualized approach of 
such pieces as “Leaf” and “Jade Plant” which mark a new step 
in the evolution of Bates’ design. Doris Hall’s three pieces 
which took second show her characteristic brilliant and intense 
colors, the deep and lustrous blue, the fiery reds. Charles 
Bartley Jeffery’s series of eight pieces were given third and for 
his remarkable technical achievement—use of cloisonné and 
other techniques—and his effective treatment of religious 
motifs, he received as well the Horace E. Potter Award for 
Excellence in Craftsmanship. In winning this coveted award 
Mr. Jeffery joins the group of distinguished craftsmen who are 
his peers and who have raised Cleveland art in these fields to 
high levels. 

Two honorable mentions marked this class: one to Harold 
Balazs for an amusing wall plaque; and another for a group of 
five bowls and a “Fish Weathervane” by Kalman Kubinyi. 

A special award was given in JEWELRY for the very distin- 
guished group of seven pieces by John Paul Miller. In this class 
taste and craftsmanship are of the utmost importance and 
Miller has these qualities to a superlative degree. It is fair to 
say that no more brilliant jewelry is being produced anywhere 
in the world today. Particularly remarkable is the refinement 
of the work in gold and the use of enamel in conjunction with 
it. The single piece in silver, a necklace, is not only extremely 
ingenious but at the same time inventive in its design. Kenneth 
Roy Caldwell’s group of seven pieces took first and includes 
bracelets, earrings, and pins. They have delicate and charming 
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fantasy and the artist has used enamel most effectively to set 
off individual pieces. Charles Bartley Jeffery’s group of six 
silver brooches, second prize, is marked by his distinctive use 
of enamel beautifully adapted to the silver mountings. Miriam 
Smith Peck’s three pieces in enamel took third and honorable 
mentions were given to Hannah T. Geissbuhler, Sterling V. 
Hykes, and Charles John Pavlik. 

The new interest in contemporary silver in America during 
the past decade and the development which has come in that 
field is exceedingly gratifying. Cleveland has played an impor- 
tant part in it and a notable contributor to this field is Frederick 
A. Miller. To Miller went a special award for six pieces in 
SILVERWARE OTHER THAN JEWELRY. There are three bowls in 
“free form,” a cocktail shaker of simple and elegant lines, the 
stopper enhanced with a design in enamel; salt and pepper 
shakers which also use enamel; and an ingeniously designed 
Martini spoon with enameling and ebony in the handle. All of 
them are marked by consummate workmanship and taste. 
Doris Collin Foster’s decanter with rosewood stopper was given 
first. This piece also has the simplicity which marks first rate 
design. A second prize was given to the coffee pot and cream 
pitcher of Sdlve Hallqvist. It is pleasant indeed to see silver 
used well and all of these do that effectively. The tendency 
towards thin and flimsy use of the metal is something to be 
combatted. 

In FURNITURE sound modern feeling gave the primary award 
to Don Arnstine for a coffee table. A second award went to the 
excellent three piece walnut dining table and a laminated 
dining chair by David Holtkamp. 

The textiles continue their happy development. The Textile 
Arts Club has helped to foster this, good instruction has 
developed talents, and various exhibits have centered attention 
on this activity. PRINTING ON FABRIC was a brilliant class. So 
much so that two textiles by Anthony M. Petrecca were singled 
out for a special prize. Three prizes were given: first to Richard 
Abell, second to Steve Novak, and third to Doris Morrison. 
Beautiful use of material, effective color, and modern design 
brought many unusual results. What a market there is for use 
of these unique and personal fabrics by decorators and by 
individuals wishing them for draperies in their homes! Three 
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honorable mentions were given to James Kreiter, William A. 
Neumann, and William E. Ward. 

WEAVING also is a first-rate class and Mary Ann Emerine well 
deserved the special prize awarded here. Five sound pieces, 
beautiful in technical proficiency, color, and texture brought the 
award. Ruth C. Williams’ skirt and two upholstery fabrics took 
first. Second was won by Catharine Graves with two drapery 
designs and an upholstery fabric, and a third by Dorothy 
Turobinski’s “Blue Grass” and “Brown Frost.” Two honorable 
mentions were given to Genevieve K. Chafee and Elvira Heil. 
Many of these things are adaptable for draperies or upholstery 
and their excellence should call for widespread use. 

In PHOTOGRAPHY, LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANEOUS, Newson 
H. Shewitz’s sparkling “Half Horse—Barn” took the primary 
award, unusual in its composition and in its arrangement of 
light and dark. Two prints by T. Zaboly were second; “No. 77” 
is a fine pattern of abstract dark against a realistic landscape 
background. An adventure in plant life, “Star Begonia,” by 
Harriet Adler is third. Exceptional clarity and directness gave 
an honorable mention to Lillian Wilkenloh for two. Three other 
honorable mentions were given to Nancy G. Gerard, George 
LeMaster, and Clarence H. Lewis. 

In PHOTOGRAPHY, PORTRAIT AND FIGURE, Alvina Baltrukonis’ 
print, “The Critics,” an anecdotal sidelight on a sidewalk 
auction, was awarded first. Nicholas C. Hlobeczy’s two were 
second, the particularly effective “Sunday Sundae” is a divert- 
ing shot of a child thoroughly enjoying herself. Godfrey 
Frankel’s fine documentaries were third and honorable men- 
tions went respectively to Herm David, Seymour Hofstetter, 
and Lillian Wilkenloh. WILLIAM M. MILLIKEN
